Fire Causes Wide Damage 
To Greenbelt East Condos

On Saturday, May 14 the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment was summoned at 11:39 
p.m. to a fire at 6710 Lake Park 
Drive in Greenbelt East. Two 
condominium units suffered ex- 
tensive fire damage, mostly con- 
fined to the roof and top floor. 
There was also moderate smoke 
damage to nearby units and ex- 
tensive water damage. The cause 
of the fire has been determined 
to be a lightning strike. 

Soon after the first alarm was 
sounded, a second, then a third 
alarm was sounded to bring addi-

tional units to the scene. This 
means that 12 engine companies, 
six truck companies and three 
rescue squads, totaling over a 
hundred firefighters, were on the 
scene fighting the fire. The crew 
from Greenbelt initiated an inte- 
rior attack on the third floor 
along with crews from West 
Lanham Hills and Branchville. 
Greenbelt Fire Chief Brian Rudy 
also arrived on scene with the 
first alarm and was given com- 
mand of operations.

Lightning Engulfs 
Condos in Flames

When Pat McCoy headed 
home early Sunday morning, May 
15 she found roads blocked 
around the development where 
she lives, Greenbelt Lake Village 
Condominiums, across from 
Schrom Hills Park. As she ap- 
proached the development she 
saw emergency responders every- 
where. 

But she couldn’t tell which 
building was on fire. It turned 
out the fire, which began around 
11:30 p.m., was at 6710 Lake

Outlines Services 


To Be Available for Seniors 


The array of services for se- 
nior or disabled citizens living 
in the City of Greenbelt will 
soon be augmented, thanks to 
the hard work and creativity of 
the Community Resource Advo- 
cate Christal Parker Batey. The 
city has entered into an agree- 
ment with AARP Foundation 
through two volunteer programs 
to provide seniors on limited in- 
comes with assistance in money 


management. 
The Bill Payer Program pro- 
vides volunteers, recruited, 


trained, supported and insured by 
AARP Foundation, to help senior 
residents still in charge of their 
own finances but who need help 
in paying bills and keeping 
checking accounts organized. 
The Representative Payee Pro- 
gram designates a volunteer to 
serve residents who have been

declared by a federal agency to 
be incapable of handling their 
own financial lives. The volun- 
teer payee controls a limited 
amount of funds and spends it 
to meet the client’s current 
needs, such as paying bills and 
obtaining Medicare prescription 
drug coverage benefits for the 
client. 

Batey reviewed the programs 
at the regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council on April 
25. Mayor Judith Davis ex- 
pressed concerns about the 
amount of work entailed for 
Batey in overseeing the program, 
which is outlined and controlled 
by the AARP Foundation. Batey 
responded that she “likes a chal- 
lenge” and considers the pro- 
grams important for helping local 
seniors to age in place. She said 
she hopes to have the programs 


going by this coming July. 

Batey told council that the 
AARP Foundation will use mail 
and public service announce- 
ments to recruit volunteers from 
among AARP members in the 
area where programs are estab- 
lished. The City of Rockville 
has a Representative Payee Pro- 
gram, she said, the only other 
ongoing program with AARP 
Foundation in Maryland. Green- 
belt will thus be on the forefront 
of innovation in serving its se- 
nior population. 

Volunteer Coordinator 

Council approved a grant ap- 
plication filed with Volunteer 
Maryland for a half-time volun- 
teer coordinator who, Batey ex- 
plained, would recruit and super- 
vise volunteers and oversee cer-

The Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum held a_ delightful 
fundraising celebration party on 
Saturday, May 7 at the Greenbelt 
Fire House. The party officially 
kicked off the public fundraising 
campaign and thanked donors 
who have already given gener- 
ously. 

In 2003 the museum received 
a Special Initiative for Local His- 
tory challenge grant for $100,000 
from the National Endowment for 
the Humanities (NEH). The 
grant requires the museum to 
raise $100,000 which will be 
matched dollar for dollar by the 
NEH. The NEH requires that the 
museum meet fundraising mile- 
stones. 

The first hurdle came in July 
2004 when the museum had to 
raise $40,000. This first goal 
was met on time. The next goal 
of $30,000 for July 2005 has al- 
ready been met! The museum 
has raised $70,000 to date. 

To raise the final $30,000 by 


July 2006 the museum will be 
reaching out to FOGM’s member- 
ship and the Greenbelt commu- 
nity. This is an unique opportu- 
nity for the museum since this 
type of grant is no longer of- 
fered by the NEH. 

Funds from the challenge are 
being used to create an endow- 
ment for the museum that will 
pay for a new museum staff per- 
son dedicated to education. 
The museum educator will do 
outreach in the local schools, 
bringing Greenbelt’s history and 
important lessons about commu- 
nity and cooperation to children. 
The educator will also create 
programs for large school groups 
to visit Greenbelt. 

The party celebrated major 
donations given to the cam- 
paign by Prince George’s County 
Councilmember Douglas J.J. Pe- 
ters, the City of Greenbelt and 
the MARPAT foundation. Each

New Art of Teaching Dogs 
Featured at City Pet Expo

“Positive training is 
not permissive,” says 
Ruth Chase at this 
year’s Greenbelt Pet 
Expo. “A lot of people 
think if I do positive, 
my dog will run amok — 
think not.” Chase, an 
advocate of modern, 
purely positive or moti- 
vational based dog 
training, is a member of 
the Association of Pet 
Dog Trainers (APDT) 
and owner of “The 
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Coventry School,” a 
dog school and doggy 
daycare in Columbia. 

In her 20 years expe- 
rience, Chase has trained both 
dogs and many other species of 
animals. A regular presenter at 
the Greenbelt Pet Expo, Chase 
spoke on positive reinforcement 
training methods and gave a 
clicker training and agility demon- 
stration. 

Modern dog training origi- 
nated with B.F. Skinner’s experi- 
ments on operant conditioning 
but did not catch on until fairly 
recently in the dog training 
world. Animal trainers working 
with birds and marine mammals, 
for example, have long employed

this technique, as their trainees 
cannot be trained by force and 
punishment. 

Unlike killer whales, many 
dogs tolerate coercive training 
methods. This is why choke 
chains, prong and shock collars, 
as well as the infamous “alpha 
roll,” are still commonly pre- 
scribed by many trainers. How- 
ever, a purely positive trainer 
would never advocate any such 
methods or training aids, re- 
gardless of the dog’s tempera-

Catholic University will display 
the first-ever photography exhibit 
of U.S. government pictures that 
depict religion in Depression-era 
America through May 28. 

Entitled “Picturing Faith: Reli- 
gious America in Government Pho- 
tography, 1935-1943,” the exhibit 
will be on the second floor of the 
Edward J. Pryzbyla University Cen- 
ter. It includes 45 black-and-white 
photographs gathered from the Li- 
brary of Congress that were taken 
by the Historical Division of the 
Farm Security Administration in an 
effort to generate support for New 
Deal reforms.

ment. 

According to many 
positive dog trainers 
and animal behaviorists 
— Patricia McConnell, 
Ph.D., for example, as 
well as veterinarians, 
such as Dr. Raymond 
Bouloy — choke chains are a ma- 
jor contributor to spinal, neck 
and tracheal injuries as well as 
to several reported deaths. Tra- 
ditional training methods are 
also attributed to a number of be- 
havioral problems in dogs. 

Many dog owners now refuse 
to use such training methods and 
tools in favor of more dog- 
friendly approaches. For most 
dogs, positive trainers like Chase 
simply recommend a flat buckle 
collar. 

Positive dog training focuses 
on teaching a dog the right be- 
havior, rewarding correct behavior 
and managing or ignoring unde- 
sirable ones. All living beings 
learn more eagerly with the moti- 
vation of a pay check than under 
the threat of pain. 

Doggy paychecks can be any- 
thing an individual dog finds mo- 
tivating, such as tiny food tidbits 
or a game of fetch. 

According to Pat Miller, re- 
nowned writer, dog trainer, be- 
haviorist and past president of 
the APDT, “All living things re- 
peat behaviors that are reward- 
ing to them; by using positive 
reinforcement we can get our 
dogs to voluntarily give us the 
behaviors we want, rather than 
forcing them.” 

Chase agrees with trainers 
like Miller. Chase was strongly 
influenced by Dr. Ian Dunbar, a 
veterinarian, animal behaviorist, 
writer, dog trainer and founder 
of the APDT. Like many, 
Chase, Dunbar and Miller grew 
up training dogs “the old fash- 
ioned way,’ with methods such 
as the still popular “leash cor- 
rections.” In positive training, 
Chase now teaches a dog not 
to pull by rewarding it each 
time she gets a loose lead. 

To manage an accomplished 
puller, however, many positive 
trainers recommend a no-pull har- 
ness, such as Premier’s “Easy 
Walk Harness,” a good choice for 
preventing injuries while curbing

a dog’s pulling. Occa- 
sionally, for dogs with 
aggression issues for in- 
stance, a positive 
trainer may recommend 
the use of a head halter. 
(These should be prop- 
erly fitted and intro- 
duced by a professional trainer.) 

During her clicker demonstra- 
tion, Chase explained how to ac- 
tually use positive methods to 
teach a dog. The clicker — simi- 
lar to the marine mammal trainer’s 
whistle — becomes a reward 
marker. It marks the exact instant 
a dog gets a behavior right. 

Chase explained how to begin 
by “charging your clicker.’ No 
matter what the dog is doing, one 
clicks and follows the click by a 
tasty food treat. The click/treat is 
repeated until the dog will look at 
the handler in anticipation. Now 
that the dog has learned that 
“click” means “‘treat,’’ one can be- 
gin with the actual training. 

Reminding the handlers that 
dogs do not understand human 
language, Chase told her vol- 
unteers to first lure the behav- 
ior with a food treat, then click 
and treat the desired behavior 
the instant it occurs. Handlers 
were encouraged to do this for 
a few days before adding a cue, 
such as “sit,” to the behavior. 

Using string cheese as a lure, 
Chase instructed the handlers to 
“raise your dog’s nose like a 
coyote howling at the moon. As 
soon as their bottoms hit the 
floor, click and treat.” 

The “traditional” method for 
teaching a “sit” was to “com- 
mand” one’s dog to “sit” and 
then to jerk the dog’s leash to 
force it to comply. This method 
also takes many repetitions before 
the behavior becomes solid. 

Is positive training fool proof? 
Well, no. Just like traditional 
training, positive training relies 
heavily on a handler’s good tim- 
ing and willingness to train regu- 
larly. 

Robbie, Chase’s young bor- 
der collie, is one of many ex- 
amples, however, that positive 
training works. Robbie im- 
pressed many people at the Pet 
Expo with his skills on the agil- 
ity course, as well as with some 
obedience demonstrations, which 
he performed not only with ac- 
curacy but also a wagging tail. 
Robbie “bows” to positive train- 
ing — fun for both the handler 
and the dog. 

News Review staffer Sabine 
Hentrich, in establishing her 
qualifications for her new pet sit- 
ting business has been learning 
this year about pet first aid and 
positive means of handling 
people’s pets.

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Folk Music Duo Pleases New Deal Audience

In a tiny coffee house in 
Greenbelt on a recent Thursday 
evening, a crowd came face-to- 
face with two musicians who 
were not afraid to voice their 
opinions. 

Spook Handy and _ Eric 
Maring could be considered typi- 
cal 1960s-style folk musicians, 
armed with guitars and melodic 
voices, promoting ideas of love 
and peace. But when the two of 
them mixed politically-charged 
lyrics with visions of goodwill 
for “Songs of Peace and Pur- 
pose” at the New Deal Café on 
May 5, they left a deep impres- 
sion on many audience members. 

“They had very thoughtful 
lyrics,’ said Melanie Taylor, a 
Greenbelt resident who attended 
the performance where Maring 
and Handy each played a set of 
his original songs. “It was a lot 
about love and being good to 
each other.” 

Handy (who was awarded the 
title of “New Jersey’s Best Folk 
Artist” in 2004 by the Courier 
News’ Entertainment Editor Bob 
Makin) said he uses his music as 
“a venue for opening people’s 
hearts.” 

But, he added, “I’m not going 
to hide my viewpoints. I’m not 
going to be politically correct.” 

The New Jersey native is not 
afraid of pushing people, either, 
if it’s for a cause he believes in. 
Just listen to his light-hearted 
song urging people to “Vote” — 
“for worse or for better/let your 
voice be heard.” 

One message he sends with 
his music, Handy said, is that 
“Freedom is your destiny” — 
which also happens to be the 
name of his album that was 
named a Top Ten Folk Album of 
the Year in 1995 by Aquarius 
Weekly. 

“Every experience we have is 
an opportunity for us to learn 
and to grow and that is the pur- 
pose of life,’ Handy said, ex- 
plaining why many of his songs 
include personal anecdotes. 

Taylor said she enjoyed the 
show very much, describing 
Handy as a unique musician with 
his own personal style. “He just 
sounded like himself. A lot of 
songs were about himself. It 
seemed very appropriate.” 

A shaggy-haired bearded mu- 
sician with a quick smile, Handy 
doesn‘t hide his opinions in 
conversation either. 

“The most important thing, in

the end, is to open up your 
heart. The truth is not contained 
in any one book. The truth lies 
in your heart,” he said after the 
show, as audience members lin- 
gered to thank him and Maring 
for their performances. 

Handy added, “When you 
find an activity that opens up 
your heart, that’s when you find 
peace.” For him, that activity is 
music. 

The evening’s other performer, 
Eric Maring, first met Handy at 
the Falcon Ridge Folk Festival, 
where he was impressed with 
Handy’s music because, he said, 
“his songs grabbed me so much.” 

Maring, a local musician with 
long brown hair pulled back into 
a ponytail and a deliberate, con- 
templative style of speaking, is 
not unlike Handy. With songs 
like “Conversation with the 
Sniper” (referring to John Allen 
Mohammad) and “The World Sits 
in Chaos, the Pope Sits in 
Peace,” both on his critically ac- 
claimed 2004 album “Penguins 
Rock the World,’ he proves that 
he does not hesitate to hit con- 
troversial topics head-on. 

Maring’s music has taken him 
not only to local venues includ- 
ing Blues Alley and the Takoma 
Park Folk Festival but to some 
very interesting places around 
the world as well. Places such 
as Latin America, Europe and 
even India — where he performed 
for the Dalai Lama with his 
band, Jawbone, at the Festival of 
Sacred Chanting and Singing in 
2003. 

The singer/songwriter, who 
also works as a local elementary 
school teacher, said his music has 
a lot to do with unity. “We can 
share a message, something that 
we all feel. I think it helps 


people know that we’re all feel- 
ing something,” he said. 

His lyrics inspire in other 
ways, too. In “Get Up and Be- 
lieve,” he sings, “if you believe/ 
you’ve got the power to achieve 
your own destiny.” 

Another Greenbelt resident, 
who identified himself as Joe, 
called Thursday’s show “Very re- 
freshing, because they were very 
genuine.” 

“It’s courageous to go up 
there and share your feelings,” 
he said on his way out of the 
New Deal Café, after a waitress 
scrambled to push its lingering 
patrons outside the door. 

Eric Maring will be perform- 
ing at the Sangha Café in 
Takoma Park at 8 p.m. on June

MOSQUITO CONTROL 2005 


The Maryland Department of Agriculture has started the 
Mosquito Control program with spring larviciding. The regular 
season will begin May 30 and continue into early September. 
Work may continue late into September if necessary. 

The program consists of larviciding (control of immature 
stages of the mosquito). Known breeding areas will be 
checked biweekly and will be treated if necessary. There will 
be no routine adult control work (spraying) using truck 
mounted sprayers. 


Mosquitoes can breed in any water-holding container such as: 
tires, bird baths, pools, pet watering dishes, buckets, barrels, 
cans, tires, wheelbarrows, clogged gutters or flower pots. To 
prevent mosquito breeding in these areas, water should be 
changed weekly in bird baths and wading pools, gutters 
should be cleaned at least twice a year and other water 
holding containers should be disposed of or stored upside 
down.

Park Drive. 

“One of the police officers and 
an emergency responder said that 
lightning had hit the building,” 
said McCoy, a member of the 
News Review staff. “It looked 
like the top floor was hit by a 
bomb,” she added. “People on 
the top floor lost everything. 
They only had the clothes on 
their backs.” When firefighters 
arrived, the top floors of the 
complex were already engulfed 
in flames. 

County officials confirmed 
that the fire was attributed to a 
lightning strike. According to 
Captain Chauncey Bowers, of the 
Prince George’s County Fire and 
Emergency Medical Services De- 
partment, four firefighters sus- 
tained injury, minor burns and 
heat exhaustion. Residents of 11 
condominium units were dis- 
placed but there were no reports 
of residents being hurt. 

The American Red Cross is 
helping 15 people from nine 
families who were displaced by 
the fire with food, clothing, shel- 
ter, mental health issues and any 
ongoing concerns, according to 
spokesman Jimmy King. The 
Red Cross will continue to fol- 
low up with these residents, con- 
necting them with other re- 
sources if needed. “The building 
was badly damaged,” King com- 
mented.

A mayday was sounded after 
a ceiling collapsed. Soon there- 
after the order was given for 
firefighters to evacuate the 
building. The attack then 
moved to an exterior defensive 
operation.

The fire was extin- 
guished and most units re- 
leased by 3:30 a.m. The crew 
from Greenbelt got back to 
quarters around 5 a.m. after 
working to ensure there were no 
remaining pockets of fire.

Incident Report 

From April 30 to May 13 the 
GVFD&RS responded to a total of 
59 engine and 61 ambulance 
calls. Among those calls 24 were 
reports of smoke or fire, five were 
gas leaks, 19 were motor vehicle 
accidents and 57 were medical 
calls. 

Three Fires, Three Days 

Greenbelt proved the saying 
this past week that “fires come in 
threes.’ Between Thursday, May 
12 and Saturday, May 14, the 
Greenbelt Fire Department re- 
sponded to three fires, one in 
Greenbelt, one in nearby Lanham 
and one in Beltsville. 

The department was alerted to 
the first fire just after 10:30 p.m. 
on Thursday, May 12. The call 
was a report of smoke in a build- 
ing at Brittany Place Apartments 
at 8533 Greenbelt Road in Lanham. 
Engine 351 responded along with 
other area units. The arriving 
units found a terrace-level apart- 
ment with fire showing and ad- 
vancing to the upper floors along 
the exterior. Immediately a second 
alarm was sounded. 

The crew from Greenbelt as- 
sisted the crew from West Lanham 
Hills in fighting the Brittany 
Place fire, which was quickly 
brought under control. There 
were no reports of injury. The 
engine from Greenbelt cleared the 
scene after two hours. 

Eleven occupants have been 
displaced as a result of the fire 
and are being assisted by the 
County’s Office of Emergency 
Management. Fire loss is esti- 
mated at $150,000 and fire inves- 
tigators determined the cause to 
be unattended incense that ig- 
nited nearby combustibles. No 
injuries were reported. 

Second Fire 

The second fire came shortly 
after 2 p.m. on Saturday, May 14 
in Beltsville. The call reported 
smoke coming from a house on 







Powder Mill Road. Upon arrival, 
units discovered fire in the base- 
ment with reports of an elderly 
male still inside the house. The 
man was rescued and transported 
to a local hospital with burns. 

The crew from 351 worked 
with the crew from Branchville 
during the attack. The fire, which 
was contained primarily to the 
basement, was quickly brought 
under control. Engine 351 re- 
turned to quarters within an hour. 

Major Fire 

That evening at 11:39 p.m., 
Greenbelt was alerted to a build- 
ing fire in the area of Hanover 
Parkway and Hanover Drive. As 
Engine 351 approached the scene, 
the crew could see flames in the 
distance and reported to commu- 
nications that there was a working 
fire. Later Engine 351 updated 
the location to 6710 Lake Park 
Drive. 

Engine 351 arrived first on 
scene and reported heavy fire 
from the roof of a three-story con- 
dominium. The second alarm was 
sounded to bring additional units 
to the scene and a third alarm 
eventually sounded to ensure ad- 
equate resources. 

Four firefighters were injured, 
including one from Greenbelt who 
sustained burns to his hand. All 
four injured firefighters were trans- 
ported to area hospitals and are 
now recovering. There were no 
reports of injuries to the residents.

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Police Officer Struck During Traffic Stop 


On Monday, May 16 at ap- 
proximately 12:11 a.m., a Greenbelt 
police officer stopped a motorist 
for a traffic violation on north- 
bound Kenilworth Avenue at the 
Beltway.

McClure Sentenced 
In Osborne Slaying 


Cornell W. McClure of Glenn 
Dale, who was convicted of kill- 
ing Tessa Mae Osborne, 18, of 
Greenbelt was sentenced May 16 
to life in prison. U.S. District 
Judge Deborah K. Chasanow 
sentenced McClure in the May 1, 
2001 slaying at the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center. 
Osborne had been shot 11 times, 
federal prosecutors said. 

McClure’s co-defendant, 
Rufus J. Millegan, pleaded guilty 
to murder and was previously 
sentenced to life in prison.

Local Resurfacing Begins on Beltway 


A $9.3 million resurfacing 
project on the inner loop of the 
Beltway (1-495) has begun be- 
tween Route 193 in Greenbelt 
and the Montgomery County 
Line. The three-mile project is 
scheduled for completion in 
spring 2006, weather permitting. 
In addition to resurfacing, the

community’s commitment to pre- 
serving its environment. 

The festivities began outside 
the Community Center at | p.m., 
as Artist-in-residence Marla 
McLean helped children and par- 
ents make Green Men and Women 
with sticks, twine and plastic 
bottles. 

“It’s creative and personal,” 
said local resident Amy Grier, de- 
scribing her Green Woman as a 
nursing mother she named 
“Mother Earth.” A few minutes 
later Grier’s 2-year-old daughter 
climbed into her lap and glee- 
fully broke off one of Mother 
Earth’s limbs. “Now she’s a nurs- 
ing mother with a broken leg,” 
Grier said with a laugh. 

Parents, seated on picnic 
benches or the lawn, appeared to 
be enjoying the good weather 
and the activities just as much as 
their children. 

“What a great way to celebrate 
the spring,” said Clara Kuehn, 
who came with her husband 
Keith, their 4-year-old twins Ed- 
ward and Dorothy and some 
friends. Kuehn, who has lived in 
Greenbelt since 1987, said that 
nature preserves are a vital part of 
Greenbelt. 

“It’s great that the city has 
taken a proactive position,” she 
said, commending the Greenbelt 
City Council’s 2003 ordinance 
that created a forest preserve from 
undeveloped land and established 
guidelines for its protection and 
maintenance. 

Maypole 

Following the sculpture work- 
shop, dance instructor and arts 
education specialist Monica 
Mische led her Brownie Troop in 
a Maypole Dance on the front 
lawn, which delighted onlookers. 

Mische, who used to dance in 
her college’s yearly Mayday Festi- 
val in Indiana, said she thought it 
would be a lot of fun for the kids. 

“Maypole dancing was a very 
popular activity for children for 
many years,” she said, adding 
that some old photographs de- 
picted early Greenbelters dancing 
around Maypoles as well. 

The weekend before, in recog- 
nition of Mayday, her troop made 
May baskets to hand out to some 
of the community’s older mem- 
bers. They also did a clean-up of 
the Community Center, she said. 

Mische directed the troop, 
made up mostly of smiling first- 
and second-graders who wore 
dandelion chains, as_ they 
skipped, bowed and waved to 
each other. During the routine, 
they held onto long strips of 
brightly patterned cloth that were 
attached at one end to the top of 
the metal Maypole.

She then in- 
vited onlookers 
to join in; imme- 
diately, children 
and parents 
grabbed onto 
available pieces 
of cloth. 

“That’s okay, 
you can go as 
slow as you 
want,” Mische 
called out as a 
group of gig- 
gling kids nearly 
tripped and fell 
when she told 
everyone to 
move left. 

Following 
her instructions to either skip, 
wave, curtsy, move left or right, 
an interesting pattern emerged as 
the cloth wrapped around the 
pole. 

A reception was held from 3 to 
5 p.m. inside the Community 
Center’s Gallery, where “The Na- 
ture of the Green Man” exhibit 
displayed local artists whose 
work reflected influences by na- 
ture and the Green Man. The 
show, coordinated by Artist-in-resi- 
dence Jean Newcomb, will run 
through June 5; the Gallery is 
open daily from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m., 
whenever the room is not re- 
served. 

The Green Man, an ancient 
symbol commonly found in Euro- 
pean churches, is often described 
as the image of man merging 
with nature. Several of the artists 
mixed natural themes and human 
imagery, so creating their own 
unique Green Men and Women. 

Green Concrete 

“Green Concrete,” a short ani- 
mated film that aims to educate 
viewers about invasive plants, 
played inside the Gallery as well 
during the afternoon. 

The five-minute film, made by 
GAVA/GATE’s summer 2003 anima- 
tion class under the instruction of 
George Kochell, was screened at 
the 13th Annual Environmental 
Film Festival in March and has 
been accepted to play at the Fourth 
Annual MHz Shortz Film Festival 
in Silver Spring on May 21. 

Also in the afternoon, Conduc- 
tor G. Thomas Cherrix and the 
Greenbelt Concert Band per- 
formed inside the Community 
Center, while down the hall Artist- 
in-residence Sandra Dwiggins en- 
tertained both kids and adults 
with stories about the coming of 
spring. 

Greenbelt’s Mayor Judith F. 
Davis, who attended the festival, 
praised all the people who put ef- 
fort into arranging the day’s ac- 
tivities, including Nicole DeWald, 
arts coordinator for the Greenbelt 
Recreation Department. 

“Nicole has brought in so 
many unique artists and activities 
that, I think, have expanded the 
cultural awareness of the commu- 
nity,” Davis said. 
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Anja Holland, 6, joins in with the 
drummer's circle. 


She also complimented Jean 
Newcomb, whose concerns for the 
environment increased _ the 
community’s understanding of im- 
portant issues, she said. 

Newcomb, who came up with 
the concept of the Green Man 
Festival a year ago, said that 
when she initially brought it up 
to colleagues, everyone agreed it 
was a good idea. 

“If you ask the right question, 
you get a good answer,” she said. 
“T asked the right question.” 

The Green Man Festival con- 
tinued through May 14 and 15 at 
the Roosevelt Center in Old 
Greenbelt (see photos above).
